jeftured, that a Collection of the LA WS would be moſt acceptable, eſpecially 
conſidering the numerous Diſadvantages daily ſuffered for want of it. 

But as the many Attempts formerly without Effefts made towards ſuch a Col- 
letion, convincingly. ſhewed the difficulty of the Task, ſo it did as manifeſtly de- 
clare the general Benefit that was aimed at, and expefted from ſuch a Performance, 
and thereby confirmed me in my former Opinion, and incouraged me. to offer ſome In- 
timations of ſuch my Purpoſes and Deſignations to the Aſſembly ; Which found ſuch 
an Acceptation, 4s eaſily convinced me that 1 could not better acquit my ſelf of my 
Duty, than by a Tender of my Endeavours in. that Service , whoſe good Opinion of 
my poor Abilities, and obliging Commands. chiefly induced me to this Undertaking. 

Though I am ſufficiently conſcious I am not par Operi, yet hope this well intended 
Enterprize will give Life and Encouragement to ſome Abler Perſon to give it a fi- 
niſhing Stroak, and brmg it to Perfettion for the Benefit of this Place and Iſland, 
that hath produced and raiſed many great Eſtates to ſeveral Merchants, Marmers 
and Traders hither ; and alſo conſiderable and great Revenues to His Sacred Ma- 
jelſty, and Which on a calm Enquiry into, and ſerious Conſtderation of the Cuſtoms 
it payeth for its own Native Commodities Exported hence , the increaſe of Engliſh 
Trade and Navigation it cauſeth , the Seamen it thereby breedeth, the Conſumption 
of Goods of Engliſh Growth it maketh, will, not be found leſs advantageous to the 
Crown of England than the beſt of *His Majeſty's American Colonies.

The greateſt Strength of Kingdoms, conſiſts in the goodneſs of their LAW S, 
they bemg the Nerves of the Body Politick, and are both Rules and Curbs to the 
Mifters of Juſtice, to diref} and keep them in the Paths of Honour and Righ- 
teouſneſs, and prevent all Arbitrarineſs in them, (whoſe Province it ſhould be to 
diftribute Right, equally to Rich and Poor) and their Officers.

For the Government wherein an unanimous Accordance happens , is like a well 
furniſhed Quire, where all the Aftions, Words and Various Sounds, yield and mains 


tain a glorious Harmony. : | 
Thus it is evident how great the Benefits are which we receive conſtantly by good 


Laws ; and thus it is alſo evident , that the want of ſuch Laws, or a lively Exe: 
cution of them , is inconſiſtent with the true Intereſt of Mankind, Men without Go- 
evernment being worſe than Reaſts, as having greater means by the ad vantage of 
their depraved Reaſon to do more (yea and more) ſuperlative Miſchiefs , when let 
looſe to the Diftates of their Will, ſuch as Rebelliom, Murther, Rapines, 8c. 

| But as the Miſeries and Mwfortunes are innumerable, which attend a People that 
have no Laws, ſo the Unhappineſs of thoſe who have good Ones is not much leſs, if 
they be kept from publick View and general Uſe ; for in ſuch Caſe, What ſhall direft 
them to their ſeveral Duties ? what encourage Obedience , what affright them from 
Obliquities and Tranſgreſsions * To obviate and remove all which Evils and Inconve- 


niences, ts the prime End and Deſign of the Publication of this Tratt.

of which, many Perſons of great Authority in this Government not being ac-

and other the Charribee-Iſlands, the Honourable the Council and General 
Aſſembly of this Iſland, and by Authority of. the ſame, "That no Maſter 
Miſtriſs, Commiſſioner or Ovetſeer, .of any Family in this Iſland, ſhall 
give their Negrocs or other Slaves leave on Sabbath-Days , Holy-Days 
or any other time, to go out of their Plantations, except ſuch Negro or 
other Slave as uſually wait upon them at Home or Abroad, and wear- 
ing a Livery, And no other Negro or Slave, except with. a Ticket 
under the Maſter or Miſtreſs Hand, or ſome other Perſon by his or her 
appointment , ſpecifying the time allowed for his or her return, upon 
pain of forfeiting for every Negro or other Slave ſo licenſed to go A- 
broad, Two Shillings, and Six Pence Sterling, half of the ſaid Fine to 
be to the Informer, and the other to the publick Treaſury, And if any 
Maſter, Miſteſs, Commfhoner or Overſeer of .a Plantation ſhall find any 
Negro, or other Slave in their Plantation at any time, without a Ticket or 


Buſineſs from his ſaid Maſter and doth not apprehend them, or endeavour 
ſo

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ſoto do, and having apprehended them, ſhall not punifh chem with a 
Moderate Whipping, ſhall forfeic Ten Shillings Sterling; to be diffpoſed 
of as aforeſaid. = [et or ons. 

And foz chat as it is abſolutely neceflary to the ſafety .of this-Place; 
Thar all due care be taken to reſtrain the. Wandrings and Meetings of 
Negroes and other Slaves at all times, more eſpcially on Saturday Nights, 
Sundays and other Holy-days, and their ufing, and carrying of Clubs, 
Wooden-Swords, or other miſchevious and dangerous Weapons, or uſing 
or keeping of Drums, Horns, or other loud Inſtruments; which may call 
cogether, or give @Ign or Notice to one another of their wicked 'De- 
ſigns and Purpoſes; and that all Maſters, Overſeers, and others may 
be encouraged and enjoyned diligently and carefully ro prevent the 
ſame, | 

Be it Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, Thar ic ſhall be lawful 
for all Maſters, Overſeers, and other Perſons whatſoever, to apprehend 
and take up any Negro, or other Slave that ſhall be found our of the 
Plantation of his, or their Maſter or Owner, at any time, eſpecially on 


Saturday Nights, Sundays or other Holy-days not being on lawful buſi-- 


neſs, and with a Letter from their aſter, or a Ticker, or not having 
a white Man with them (except only ſuch Negroes or other Slaves as 
uſually attend their Maſters, and have on a Livery) and the ſaid Negro or 
other Slave or Slaves, correct by a moderate Whipping ;z and after Notice 
given to their Maſter, Owner or Overlcer, him or them detain, until the ſaid 
Maſter, Owner or Overſeer pay to the ſaid Perſon that took him up, 
Two Shillings and Six Pence for every ſuch Negro or other Slave ; he 
making Oath before the next Juſtice of the Peace (if thereunto required) 
by the Owner of ſuch Negro or other Slave, that he found or ſaw no 
Letter or Ticket with him, as alſo any Negro or other Slave or Slaves 
' met or found out .of the Plantation of his: er their Maſter or Miſtreſs, 
though with a Letter or Ticket, Jf he or they be armed with ſuch 
Clubs or other Offenſive Weapons aforeſaid, him or them ſo diſarmed, take 
up'and whip, and ſhall receive the ſame Reward as aforeſaid, from the 
Maſter or Owner of ſuch Negro or other Slave or Slaves; And whar- 
ſoever Maſter, Owner or Overſeer ſhall permir or ſuffer his or their Ne- 
pro or other Slave or Slaves, at any time hereafter to beat Drums, blow 
Horns, or uſe any other loud Inſtruments, and ſhall not cauſe his Negro- 
Houſes once every Week to be diligently ſearched, and ſuch Inftrumeats 
if any be found, cauſe to be burned ; or whoſoever ſhall ſuffer and 
countenance any publick Meeting or Feaſting of Strange Negroes or 0- 
ther Slaves in their Plantations, ſhall forfeit Fifty Shillings Scerling for e- 
very ſuch Offence, upon ConviCtion, or Proof as aforeſaid, P20vided 
an Information or other Suit be commenced within One Month after For- 
feiture thereof for the ſame. £ 

- And belt further Enacted by the Authoricy aforeſaid, That every 
Overſeer of a Family in this land, ſhall cauſe all his Negro Houſes to 
be ſearched diligently and effeQually once every Fourteen Days for Fu- 
gitive and Run-away Slaves, Clubs, Wooden-Swords, and other miſ- 
chievous Weapons ; and finding any ſo, to take them away, and cauſe 
them to be burned; as alſo Foz Cloaths, Goods and any other things 
and Commodities that are not given them by their Maſter, Miſtreſs, Com- 
mander or Overſeer, and honeſtly come by ; in whoſe Cuſtody they find 
any thing of that kind, and ſuſpe&t or know to be Stolen Goods, the

Be tt further Enacted, rhat where any Perſon ſhall be ſuſpected to 
trade as aforeſaid, any Two Juſtices of the Peace, or the Juſtices of the 
Quarter Seſſions of the Peace, ſhall have power to take from him ſuf- 
ficient Recognizance not to trade with any Slaves contrary to the Laws 
of this Iſland 3 and if ir ſhall afrerwards .aÞpear to the Jultices of the 
Quarter Seſſions, that ſuch Perſon hath, or hath had, or Shipped off any 
Goods (uſpeted to be unlawfully come by , ſuch Perſon being called 
before the Juſtices at the next Quarter Seſſions following , ſhall chere be 
obliged to make reaſonable Proof of whom he bought, or haw he came 
by the faid Goods 3 and untefs he do it, his Recognizance ſhall be farfeiced. 

And be it further Enacted and Ozdained, Thar if any Negro 
or Slave whatſoever, ſhall offer any Violence'to any Chriſtian, by ſtriking 
or the like, ſuch Negro or other Slave ſhall for his or her firſt Offence, 
by Information given upon Oath to the next Juſtice , be: ſeyerely whip- 
ped by the Conſtable, by Order of the {aid Juſtice. F8z his Second Of- 
fence of. that nature, by Order of the Juſtice of Peace, he ſhall be ſe- 
verely whipped , his Noſe flit, and be burned in ſome part of his Face 
with a Hort [ron. And for his Third Offence, he thall receive by Order 
of the Governour and Council, ſuch greater ' Puniſhment as they ſhall 
think meet to inflict. P29vtded always, That ſuch Striking or Con- 
flict be not in the Lawtul Defence of their Maſter's, Miſtrefles or Owns

And it is hereby further Enacted, Thar all the Yaves within

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other Slave or Slaves, and thereof Qath co-be: made before any Juſtice 
of the Peace, the ſaid Juſtice is hereby authorized and required, to dire&t 
his Warrant to anp Conſtable, ro cauſe the Value thereof to be imme- 
diately levied out of the Goods of the ſaid Treaſurer, and che ſaid Goods 
to be delivered to che {aid Party.

And the 'Turn-Key ſhall receive Six Pence for every Negto 
delivered : P20OVided alWays, Thar the ſaid Provoſt Marſhal do fur- 
niſh the ſaid Negroes and other Slaves, with ſufficient Food and Drink, 
which is to be proved upon Oath, if by the Owner of the Negro or 0- 
ther Slaves it ſhall be ſo required to be done. 

And tt is further Enacted by che Authoricy aforeſaid , Thar if 
any of the ſaid Slaves ſhall dye tor want of Food, the ſaid Provoſt Mar- 
ſhal ſhall be reſponſible for them to the Owners: And if the ſaid Mar- 
ſhal ſuffer any Slave to eſcape before he be duly delivered by a Diſcharge 
in Writing under the Hand of the aboveſaid Treaſuger, the Provoſt Mar- 
ſhal ſhall pay unto him che aforelaid Treaſurer, Eleven Shillings , and 
ſhall make further Satisfaction to the Owner,” as by the Governour and 
Council ſhall be thought fit : And if the ſaid Proyoſt Marſhal ſhall ſuffer 
any Slave to be otherwiſe employed out of the Cage, before due Deli- 
very as aforeſaid, he {hall forfeit for each Slave fo _ as aforeſaid, 
ro the Owner thereof, the Sum of Five Pounds Sterling. 

And be it further Enacted by the Authoricy aforeſaid , Thar all 
ſuch Perſons as ſhall apprehend and bring down any Run-away Slaye or 
Slaves to St. MichaeF's Town, unto the Treaſurer for the time being, or 
to the Cage, ſhall upon ſuch bringing down of ſuch Run-away Slave or 
Slaves, deliver upon ' Oath to the faid Freafurer , or in caſe of his Sick- 
neſs or Abſence, to any Juſtice of the Peace, to be by him returned to 
the Treaſurer's Office ( before he ſhall receive the Conſideration before 
appointed) an Account of his Name and Place of Aboad, with the Time 
when, and Place where he apprehended ſuch * Fugitive Slave or Slaves ; 
And that he knew of no Ticket the Negro had, nor the Owner of ſuch Ne- 
gro or Slave, which the ſaid Treaſurer is hereby required to rake- and 
enter into a Book ; to the intent that all Owners of Slaves may come to 
the right Knowledge and Underſtanding when their Slaves were Appre- 
hended, and by whom, and whether they might be wrongfully taken up, 
or not; and that the Keeper of the Cage at the delivery of any Slaves, 
do take a Receipt of the Perſon co whom delivered, and there iaſert the 
Mark or Deſcription of the Slave delivered. 

And whereas divers Evil and 1l|-diſpoſed Perſons, bave hitherto at- 
tempted to ſteal away Slaves by ſpecious Pretence of promiſing them Free- 
dom in another Country, againſt which peraicious Practices, no Puniſh- 
ment ſuitable hath been yet provided,

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Be tt therekfoze Enacted and D2dained by the Auchoricy afore- 
ſaid, That what Perſon ſoever ſhall direaly of indirealy at any time af- 
ter Publication hereof, tempt or perſwade any Negroes or other Slaves 
to leave their Maſters or Miſtrefles Service to whom they are Slaves, our 
of an Intent and Deſign to carry away. any of them off this Iſland, or 
ro conceal or Entertain any of them upon this l{land, or howſoever to 
defraud the (aid Maſters or Miſtreſſes of them, and be thereof convicted 
by their own Confeſſion, or the Oath of One Credible Witneſs, ſhall be 
by the Two next Juſtices of che Peace where the Injured Perſon lives, 
whereof, One tobe of the Cuorum, adjudged. to pay the Maſter of the 
ſaid Negro or other Slave, Five and Twenty Pounds Sterling, to be le- 
vied as in the caſe of Seryants Wages : But in caſe the Party offending. 
ſhall not be found worth Lands, Goods or Chattels , to. the value afore- 
ſaid ; then ſhall the Juſtice for ſo long time as will recompence the Party

And whereas many heinous and grievous Crimes, as Murders, Bur- 
glaries, Robbing in the High-ways, Rapes, Burning of Houſes or Canes, 
be many times committed by Negroes and other Slaves, and many times 
maliciouſly attempted by them to be committed , in which, though by 
divers Accidents they are prevented, yet are their Crimes nevertheleſs 
heinous, and therefore deſerve the like Puniſhment : And alſo do many 
times Steal wilfully, Kill, Maim or Deſtroy one or more Horſes, Mares, 
Geldings, Catcel, Sheep or. other Quick or Dead thing. of the like na- 
rure, and of the Value of Twelve Pence or above : And many times 
by attempting to ſteal from-the Inhabitants of this I{land,- Stock and other 
Goods before-mentioned, of above or under the value aforeſaid, do put 
ſuch Inhabitants or ſome of. his Family in Terror, Dread and Jeopardy of 
their Lives , which ſeveral Offenders for danger of Eſcape, are not long 
to be impriſoned : And being Bruitiſh Slaves, deſerve not, for the Baſe- 
neſs of their Condition, to be tried by the Legal Trial of Twelve Men 
of their Peers or Neighbourhood , which neither truly can be rightly 
done as the Subje&ts of England are,. nor 'is Execution to be delayed to- 
wards them, . in caſe of ſuch horrid Crimes committed. : 
| Ft its therefo:e Enacted and D2dained by the Authority afore- 
ſaid, "That when any ſuch Crime as aforefaid, ſhall be committed, or at- 
tempted to be committed, by any Negroes, Slave or. Slaves, and the ſaid 
Criminals be apprehended and brought before any: of His Majeſty's Ju- 
ſtices of the Peace within this Ifland , and. the Juſtices:before whom the 
Criminals are brought, ſhall take Security for their forth coming, - or ſend

Be tt therefoze Enacted by the Aurhoricy aforeſaid, Thar if any 
Negro or other Slave ſhall hereafter ſteal or deſtroy any Goods, Chat- 
tels and Proviſions, Canes or green Corn whatſoever of any other Per- 
ſons than his Maſter's or Miſtreffes, being under the value of Twelve Pence, 
every Negro or other Slave fo offending, and being brought before ſome 
Juſtice of the Peace of this Iſland, upon Complaint of the Party injured, and 
ſhall be adjudged guilty by Confeſſion, ' Proof or probable Circumſtances, 
ſuch Negro or Slave ſo offeading (excepting Children, whoſe Puniſhment is 
left wholly to the Diſcretion of the ſaid Juſtice,, ſhall be adjudged by 
ſuch Juſtice to be publickly- and ſeverely whipped , not exceeding Forty 
Laſhes; and the ſaid Juſtice ſhall order and cauſe che Owner of ſuch Ne- 
gro or other Slave, to. make. SatisfaCtion ro the Party injured; and if ſuch 
Negro or other Slave puniſhed as aforeſaid , be afterwards found guilty 
of rhe like Crimes aforeſaid, . under the yalue of Twelve Pence as afore- 
. ſaid, he or they for ſuch, his or 'their- Second Offence, ſhall by Order ,of 
the Juſtice of Peace before whom ſuch Complaint and. Proof is made; 
have, his-or their Nolſes lic, 'and be branded in the Forehead with a hot 
Iron, that the Mark thereof may remain : And the ſaid Juſtices ſhall or- 
der the-Owner of ſuch Negro or other Slave, to make Satisfaction to the 


Party ipjured , double. the yalue of what his Loſs ſhall appear : And if 


ſuch Negro: or other Slave after the Second rime- as aforeſaid, be accuſed 
of Petty Larceny, or of any of the Offences before mentioned, ſuch Ne- 
gro or .other Slave ſhall be. tried in ſuch manner as Murther, Burgla- 


ry, &c, are provided for to be Tryed; and if ſuch Negro or other Slave | 


as ſhall be T'ryed , ſhall be found guilty a Third time of any the Of- 
fences afore-mentioned , then ſuch Negro or other Slave for that Third 
Offence,: ſhall be adjudged to ſuffer Death, in che manner 2s is appointed 
in Caſes of Murder as aforeſaid ; or other Puniſhments as the ſaid Juſtices 
ſhall think fir. And in caſe the ſaid Juſtices and Frecholders, and any or 
either of them, ſhall negle& or refuſe to perform the Duties by this AR 
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required of them, they ſhall feverally for ſuch their reſpeRive Defaults, 
forfeit the juſt Sum of Five and Twenty Pounds Sterling. 

And it is further Enacted , Ordained and Publiſhed by the Au- 
thority aforeſaid, That if any Negroes or other Slaves, ſhall make Muti- 
ny or InſurreRion, or riſe in Rebellion againft this Place or People, or 
make preparation of Arms, Powder, Bullets, or Offenſive Weapons, or 
hold any Council or Conſpiracy of , or raiſing Mutiny or Rebellion a- - 
gainſt this Iſland, as hath been formerly attempted ; that then for ſpeedy. 
Remedy thereof, the Governour of the Iſland, or Superior Officer for the 
time being , appoint a Colonel and the Field Officers of the Regiment 
of this Iſland, or any Four of them, to meer in Council, and proceed by 
the Marſhal Law againſt the Afors, Contriyers, Raiſers, Fomenters and 
Concealers of ſuch Mutiny or Rebellion, and them puniſh by Death or 
other Pains as their Crimes ſhall deſerve; As to the aforeſaid Colonel and 
Field Officers, or any Four of them ſhall ſeem fir. Now foraſmuch as 
the Loſs of the Negroes and other Slaves that ſhall ſuffer Death by this 
A&, would prove fo heavy for the Owner of them only to bear, and 
that the Owners of Negroes may not be diſcouraged to detect and diſcover 
the Offences of their Negroes ; and that the Loſs may be born by the Publick, 
whoſe ſafety by ſuch Puniſhmengs is hereby provided forand intended. 

Be it Enacted and P2dained by the Authority aforeſaid, That in 
all caſes whatſoever , where any Negro or other Slave, by the appoint- 
ment and Proviſton of this Act ſhall ſuffer Death, then ſhall ſuch Juſtices 
and Freeholders, Colonel and Field Officers, who adjudged ſuch Negro 
or other Slaye to ſuffer Death, immediately after Sentence thereof given, 
inquire by the beſt means they are able, of the Value of ſuch Negro or 
other Slave; in which Value they ſhall never exceed the Sum of 
Five and T'wenty Pounds Sterling, for any One Negro or other 
Slave, and alſo the Damage of the Party injured, and make Certi- 
ficate thereof to the Treaſurer for the Time being, therein requiring the 
ſaid Treaſurer to pay out of the Value of the ſaid Negro or Negroes, the 
Value of the Damage to the Party injured : And the Overplus if any be, 
to the Owner or Owners of ſuch Negro or. other Slaves ; and if there 
be no Party injured, then the whole Value to the Owner or Owners of 
the ſaid Negroes or other Slaves, and if there be no Party. injured , 


- then the whole Value of the Danger or Dangers of the ſaid Ne- 


groe or other Slaye out of the Publick Treaſury of this” Iſland. 
But in regard there are ſome Maſters and Owners of Negroes and: other 
Slaves in this Iſland, who do not make ſufficient Conſcience of providing 
what is neceſſary for their Negroes or other Slaves, or allowing them 
time to Plant or Provide for themſelves ; for which caufe' ſuch Negroes 
or other Slaves, are neceffitated to commit Crimes contrary to the Law ; 
and yet the ſafety of this Iſland requiring, that ſuch Negroes and other 


' Slaves ſhall ſuffer as the Law hath appointed, rather than the poor” Inhabi- 


rants of this {land be ruined, and driven from hence by their means. "That 
therefore ſuch Maſters and Owners of Negroes and other Slaves whoſe'neg- 
te&t of Negroes and other Slaves, makes them in ſome meaſure guilty of their 
Crimes, may not be countenanced therein at the Charge of the Publick.

if not timely prevented. | 
£0 the intent therefore thar Merchants, Owners and Maſters of Vel- 
ſels for the future may know their reſpective Duties on their Arrival, and 
what Impoſt of Powder ſhall henceforward be required of them, and 
in what manner and to whom the ſame ſhall be paid, 
Clauſe I, Be tit Enacted by the Honourable the Preſident and Council , and 
one Pound of the General Aflembly of this Iſland, and by the Authority of the ſame, 
Ton E-peid That every Maſter or Commander of any Ship or Veſſel trading to this 
2c0-94" Wand ; ſhall pay One Pound of Good Gun-powder per Tun, for every 
Tun (according to the Tunnage of his Ship or Veſſel) to the Keeper of 
the Stores of the Magazine for the time being , before they Land any
